£428,000. 


8.500 TONS OF CEMENT AND 
750 TONS OF STEEL. 


The new Kingston by-pass road, one ol 
London 's main arteries to the south coast, is 
nearly ten miles, the largest stretch of con 
crete road in England, and in three places 
where it crosses the railway concrete bridges 
have been erected. The total width between 
fences is 100 feet, but at present only one 
carriage-way, 70 feet wide. and one pathway 
have. been constructed. The total amount of 
excavation was about 220,000 cubic vards. In 
the construction of the carriage-way about 
32.000 tons of gravel, 17.000 tons of sand, 
8.500 tons of cement, and 750 tons of steel 
reinforcement were used. 

The concrete carriage-way provides a level 
and non-slippery surface, and Was constructed 
in two layers having a total depth of 8 inches. 
The alternate bav cystem of construction was 
adopted. the bavs being 15 feet wide and laid 
at an angle of (0 degrees to the kerb All 
the ballast for the concrete was obtained

AN ARCHITE@T’S CRITICISM. 


At a meeting of the Architectural Associa- 
tion at Bedford square, London, Mr.

external walls and roofs had to be cased to 
prevent sweating in damp weather, as it was 
so good a conductor of heat and cold, and 
stens had to be taken to isolate the external 
walls and roofs to prevent abnormal heat 
losses in winter and acute discomfort in sum- 
ner, Its lasting qualities had yet to be 
proved. The havoc wrought by the expan- 
sion of rusting iron on the west front and 
towers of Peterborough Cathedral was com: 
mon knowledge. One also knew the difficulty 
there was to prevent large concrete floors 
gradually developing wide cracks. Some said 
that the surface must be kept wet for several 
days if cracks were to be avoided, others that 
any surface over 5O0ft. super in area would 
crack unless a rubber strip or other means 
were adopted to disconnect completely one 
section of pavement from the next. It seemed 
reasonably certain that sooner or later fefro- 
concrete work would develop cracks, and it

LAND VALUES. 

“ The operations of the Department at 
Glenmalure and Glendalough are worthy of 
all commendation, and ceuld not be carried 
out on too large a scale. One would like to 
see the Department, as in other countries, 
estimating the. forest lands by the square 
mile, instead of by the acre. The afforesta- 
tion of these mountains, as well as being of 
considerable advantage from the standpoint 
of pubhe health, would give extensive em- 
ployment, and cause a great increase of land 
values in South Dublin.’’ 

Dr. Neary added that it would be re- 
grettable if a scheme of afforestation were 
undertaken on a scale of meanness, character- 
istic of so many undertakings in this country.

TRALEE RAILWAY CLERKS’ 
MEETING. 

Senator J. T. O'Farrell, Irish Secretary, 
Railway Clerks’ Association, speaking at a 
meeting of the Tralee Branch of the Associa- 
tion, said that the crisis which threatened on 
the Irish railways was the direct and inevit- 


able result of the wholly provocative-action of | 


the railway companies in seeking to set aside 
the railway trade unions and the whole 
machinery of negotiation to which the com- 
panies were parties, for the purpose of impos- 
ing new and degraded conditions of service 
on all new entrants to railway employment. 

It was an unalterable principle of the 
negotiating machinery that any proposal on 
the part of either the companies or the unions 
to alter any of the established conditions of 
service, either for present employés or future 
entrants, should, first of all, be submitted to 
the other side, and failing agreement between 
the companies and the unions, would then be 
sent to the Central Wages Board, and, finally, 
to the Railways Wages Roard. The companies 
were now proceeding on the unwarranted 
assumption that existing agreements could be 
set aside, and work now performed at a cer- 
tain rate be given to newcomers at rates 
ranging from 6s. to 10s. per week less. Such 
a principle could not be accepted by any 
union outside of a lunatic asylum, and it had 
never been, as far as he knew, previously 
advanced by any body of employers as a 
serious proposal, 

‘ PROVOCATIVE POLICY.” 

What were the companies afraid of? They 
had .already won two substantial victories 
through the machinery of negotiation. Was 
it not evidence of the indefensible character 
of their new proposals that in connection with 
them they tried to evade the machinery? The 
Great, Southern Railways Company had acted 
on a similar principle in connection with the 
salaried grades, as far as National Health 
Insurance was concerned.

It 
constituted an attempt on the part of the 
company to break away from the machinery 
of negotiation, which had helped to avert 
industrial trouble for the last five years, and 
out of which the companies had gained most. 
Instead of being allowed to concentrate upon 
their work at a period when co-operation and 
efficiency were so essential to railway pro- 
gress, the employés were now being thrown 
back upon their trade union defences, [If it 
were not for the moderating influence of the 
trade union leaders, there would have been 
many stoppages during the past year on most 
of the Irish railways through the pin-pricking 
tactics indulged in by some of the companies. 
However, there was a limit to human en- 
durance, and the unions were not going in the 
circumstances to allow their conditions to be

COUNCIL’S CHANCE 
PURCHASE SITE. 

The report states that the Orchards Com 
vommittee, having been appointed by the 
Council to investigate the circumstances in 
connection with the offers of the ground 
known as “The Orchards,’’ Harold’s Cross, 
to the Council, and its subsequent purchase 
by the Chairman (Sir Simon Maddock), met 
on October 10. 11, 18 and 24 last, and de- 
cided that their inquiry should take the form 
of questions suggested by members of the 
Committee, and on the réplies to these qués- 
tions the findings of the Committee were 
based. 

The Gommittee went through the list of 
questions. ‘Three were disallowed as not being 
pertinent to the inquiry. The members of the 
Committee were also of the opinion that cer- 
tain other questions should not have been 
asked, but Sir Simon Maddock volunteered 
the information set out as answers. 

Sir Simon Maddock attended the meetings. 
and expressed himself throughout as anxious 
to answer any questions put to him, and to 
facilitate the Committee in every way to dis- 
cover the particulars of the transactions. 

COUNCIL’S ATTITUDE. 

The findings of the Committee are as 
follow :— 

“That, it was Sir Sim n Maddock who first 
introduced to the notic. of the Council the 
fact that the site was in the market. 

“The Council had every opportunity of 
purchasing this site, but failed to do so, al 
though repeatedly urged to by Sir Simon 
Maddock. 

“The Housing Committee on May 20 and 
September 16, 1926, recommended the pur- 
chase to the Council, but on both these occa- 
sions the Council, not being in agreement 
upon the matter, referred the recommenda- 
tions back. 

“he Council had received a letter, dated 
September 6, from the agents, offering the 
site for £1,450, and stating that unless the 
oiler was accepted by noon, Saturday, Septem- 
ber 11, another purchaser’s offer would be 
accepted. The site was, therefore disposed 

to the highest bidder in October, 1926, and 
it was not until nearly two months later, 
December ist, 1926, that Sir Simon Maddock 
became part owner. 

NO CAUSE FOR COMPLAINT. 

“In view of the evidence before us, we 
think that neither the Council, nor any mefn. 
ber of it, has any just cause for complaint at 
the land passing into private hands. 

“We ihe find that at the time Sir Simon 
Maddock asked the Council to accommodate 
the tenant at The Orchards site house he 
was making, and continued to make every 
possible effort to dispose of the land as sites 
for houses, and that he had at the time no 
intention of utilising the site in any other 
Way, 

“ We find that the Housing Committee made 
no conditions on the granting of this house at 
Kimmage to the tenant of 42 Harold’s Cross 
road, because they were satisfied that a hous 
ing scheme (which did hot eventually 
materialise) was iu progress at that date. 

‘‘ We find that the house was demolished 
and the roadway made entirely at the owner's 
expense, and that the Councif did not contri- 
bute in any way to the cost.

CORK HARBOUR BOARD’S 
VOTE OF SYMPATHY.

CORK, Wednesday. 

Some members of the Cork Harbour Com- 
missioners took the opportunity at to-day s 
meeting of the Board to express their dis- 
approval of the wording of the resolution 
which was passed last. week recording the 
Board’s respectful and dutiful sympathy with 
Their Majesties King Ge rg» and Queen Mary 
un the death of the Macyus of Cambridge. 

Mr. J. Fitzgerald said that he wished to 
draw attention to the fact that this vote of 
sympathy was not before the members of the 
Board in meeting, and consequently, as one 
member of the Board, he did not see a certain 
adjective in it which cut directly across the 
principles which he and other, members of the 
Board hold. 

Sir John Scott—The resolution was before 
the Board in writing, and was read out. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—I do not wish to offey any 
objection to a single vote of sympathy to 
anybody, and this was the reason ‘that | sat 
in silence, but I-do say that if Sir John brings 
forward a motion. of that kind here for the 
purpose of advancing his own personal vanity 
—(cries of ““Oh, oh ’’)—we have at least the 
right to object. 

Mr. J. Good said that he had publicly 
stated that he was not present when the 
motion was proposed, and, if he had been, he 
would not have approved of it. If sympathy 
were to be extended by public representatives, 
let it be to those nearer home. As far as 
these people to whom this vote of sympathy 
was proposed were concerned, they could very 
well do without their sympathy 

Senator Haughton said that he could not sit 
there and not give expression of his dissent 
from the remarks which had fallen from these 
two members. 

Chairman—Under Standing Orders objec- 
tions to the minutes do not count, and are 
not recorded here unless a motion is proposed 
for the amendment of the minutes. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—I do not object to any vote 
of sympathy, and I am not objecting now; 
but I do object to the word “ dutiful ' which 
Sir John Scott put in the resolution, and 
which implies a sense of loyalty which I 
and other members of this Board do not hold. 
We believe in loyalty to our own country and 
to the people of our own country. 

Sir John Scott—And a very queer way you 
have of showing your loyalty to the country 
when it suits you. 

The discussion then ended, and in the course 
of subsequent proceedings Mr. E. J. Daly was 
re-elected Chairman of the Board.

PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY.

OPENING MEETING THIS 
EVENING. 

The opening meeting of the University 
Philosophical Society will be held this evening 
in the Dining Hall of Trinity College, when 
the newly elected President, Mr. A. C. 
Strahan, will read his inaugural address on 
“ Juvenile Crime.’’ The Provost will take the 
chair. and the speakers include Mr. J. 
FitzGerald-Kenney, K.C., T.D., Free State 
Minister for Justice; the Hon. Sir Joseph 
Nunan, K.C.; The MacDermot, D.L.; Mr. 
J. C. M. Eason, O.B.E., and Mr. E. Lupton, 
K.C. Of these speakers no less than three 
were officers of the Society during their 
student days. ‘ae 

A Philosophical Society existed in Trinity 
College in the days of the illustrious Berkeley. 
After several metamorphoses it developed into 
what is now the Royal Dublin Society. The 
birth of the present Society may be placed in 
1842. For some years it was an extern 
Society, holding its meetings outside the walls 
of College. In 1853 it was reconstituted, 
being amalgamated with a University Reading 
Society, which had existed since 1829. Since 
that time it has steadily pursued its object— 
“to afford its members opportunities of dis- 
cussing philosophical, literary and _ scientific 
subjects, and to encourage the practice of 
written composition. 

Many of the most famous sons of Trinity 
were numbered among its members. On the 
roll of its officers and medallists we read the 
names of Provosts Mahafiy and Bernard, of 
Archbishops Crozier and D’Arcy, of judges 
such as FitzGibbon, Ross, Cherry and Moore, 
of men of science such as Sir Robert Ball and 
Sir Robert Woods, and among men noted in 
literature and scholarship Dowden, Palmer, 
Standish O'Grady, Vincent Smith, Bram 
Stoker and Litton Falkiner. This list could 
he greatly extended, to embrace men whose 
names are now distinguished in many walks 
of life. Any of them would be ready to 
testify that they owe much to early experience 
in writing and speaking gained through the 
“Fh.” 


The Society has always given a wide con- 
notation to the meaning of the word 
‘‘ nhilosophical,’’ using it to cover almost any 
side of human thought and activity. In his 
address to-night the President strikes out 
rather a new line. ‘‘ Juvenile Crime ” and 
the methods of dealing with it is a subject 
which every thoughtful citizen will recognise 
to be of real importance.

Mr. W. Strachan, Secretary of Workman, 
Clark and Company, was again under exami- 
nation when the hearmg of the Workman, 
Clark case was resumed in the Northern 
High Court yesterday before Mr. Justice

From what you 
know of the company and the companys 
business was that an excessive price for these 
shares? 

Mr. Strachan—It was not, in my opinion. 

Mr. Monroe—Was it a sufficient price- 
was it the full value of the shares? 

Mr. Strachan—I did not consider it so. 

MR. F. WORKMAN’S ILLNESS. 

Is it right to say that Mr. Frank Workman 
did not attend any meetings of the directors 
after 16th April, 1920’—I dare say. 

Make sure of that, because it is of im- 
portance to Mr. Workman, who is so ill that 
he will not be able to attend and give 
evidence — No ; he did not. 

His Lordship—Am I to take it that Mr. 
Frank Workman will not be called in this 
case? 

The Attorney-General—It is impossible for 
him to attend, as he is ill 

His Lordship—I am sorry to hear that. 

Mr. Strachan also stated that Mr. C. E. 
Allan only attended one board meeting—viz., 
on órd June, after the date mentioned. 

Replying to a further question, witness 
said he did not put on the agenda a resolu- 
tion to hand over £822,000 of War Loan to 
the nominees of the Bank of Ireland. He 
handed over the securities to Messrs. Klein- 
wort, and they were afterwards sold by 
Messrs. Sperling. These securities included 
£341,000 of War Loan and 500 Cunard shares. 

His Lordship inquired why Messrs. Sperling 
should sell these p goviis 

Mr. Whitaker, K.C. (for Messrs. Sperling), 
stated that, his clients were sharebrokers. 

For a considerable time Mr. Strachan was 
questioned regarding a letter that he had 
written to Messrs. Kleinworth in March, 1920, 
in which he pointed out that £1,156,000 odd 
was entered as transferred from the deposit 
account of Workman, Clark to the Northum- 
berland Shipbuilding Company. He also 
asked in the letter how this was effected, 
and received a reply from Kleinwort’s that 
the amount was transferred under the written 
instructions of Sir Edward Mackay Edgar, 
Bart., director, and Mr. Frapwell, the 
Londo» secretary of Workman, Clark, 


LEGAL ADVICE TAKEN. 

Mr. Monroe—You discussed this 
amongst yourselves in Belfast ?--Yes. 

Did you agree to take any step ?7— We did, 

What was the step?—We communicated 
with Sir E. M. Edgar. 

Did you take legal advice?—We did. 

His Lordship asked what. directors were 
meant. i 

Mr. Strachan replied—Mr. Charles Allan, 
Mr. G. E. Clark and himself. He said they 
went to seo solicitors in London in regard to 
the matter. 

Mr. Monroe asked what was the actual ad- 
vice given by the solicitors. 

Mr, Strachan, in reply, said he explained 
to the solicitor, a Mr. Clifton! about the 
transfer, and asked him if it was a matter 
they could confirm. As a result of his advice 
the resolution was passed confirming the trans- 
fer. Before the resolution was passed wit- 
ness said there was a lot of discussion on the 
subject, and the general tenor was that it 
was highly irregular. Mr. Allan objected 
to the way in which the money had been 
transferred. He did not object to the loan 
tothe Northumberland Shipbuilding Company, 
but to the manner in which it was done, 
There was no note in the minute of an objec- 
tion by Mr. Allan. 

The investments which stood to the credit 
of Workman Clark at 15th January, 1920, 
which were sold, realised £1,337,667 14s., and 
the unsold investments at the market value 
at that date were then worth about £100,000, 
said Mr. Strachan. 

Mr. Monroe—Did your ignorance of the 
financial transaction extend to the proceeds 
of the debenture issue?—I knew nothing about 
them. 

Did you ever try to find out anything ’— 
I did. He did not receive by post in the 
ordinary way a letter from Messrs. Spurling, 
dated 28th January, 1920, containing an offer 
to Messrs. Workman, Clark and Company. to 
purchase three miliions / per cent, guaranteed 
first mortgage debenture stock. That letter 
was produced by Mr. Marriott at a raceting 
in Messrs. Sperling’s London office at that 
time, 

Mr. Strachan also said that at these early 
meetings the proceedings were very acr!- 
monious, and there was a keen dispute over 
tho bringing in of Messrs. Deacon, the London 
solicitors, in place of Mr. Robert Wallace, the 
Belfast solicitor 

THE “4ILLION LOAN. 

Mr. Pringle—After the meeting of Novem- 
ber 19, 1919, had Sir George Clark and his 
group any option but to remain as minority 
shareholders or sell their shares!—They had 
the option of remaining as minority share- 
holders. 

His Lordship—In what position was Mr, R. 
A. Workman at that time? 

Witness—He was Chairman of the North- 
u% >erland Company. There was one NSS 
early in 1920, witness recalled, to . atten 
which Sir George Clark rose from a sick bed. 
The word “ unanimous,’’ as referring to some 
resolutions passed at the Workman, Clark 
directors’’ meeting, should be taken as mean- 
ing without dissent. Sir George Clark did 
not protest at a meeting to the £1,156,980 
loan to the Northumberland Company, 
although he objected to the way in which it 
was done, because of certain legal advice. 

In April, 1921, Sir George, at witness's 
suggestion, in the interests of the firm, sold 
a lot of his debenture shares to meet the re- 
demption clause in the trust deed. That sug- 
gestion came entirely from witness. That 
was a perfectly open transaction entirely in 
the interests of the company, and it was not 
done as the outcome of any pre-arrangement. 

Up to that period was the standing of the 
Northumberland Company of a very high 
standing’—As far as one could judge by 
the quotations in the open market of their 
shares. 

During the association of Sir George Clark 
and Mr. George Clark with this company 
did you at any time see anything that would 
make you suspect that in any way they had 
entered into any agreement or conspiracy to 
transfer the assets of the company? 

Mr. Murphy—Is not that a rather wige 
question? y 

Mr. Pringle—I intended it to be wide. 

His Lordship—You could ask him did they 
at all times act in the interests of the com- 
pany? 

Mr. Pringle—Very well. 

Witness—They did. 

Mr. Whitaker—In connection with these 
debentures, did Messrs. rling, acting as 
agents for and on behalf of Workman, Clark 
and Co., in trying to redeem, act as faithful 
servants, as far as you could judge !—Yes. 

. THE SHIPBUILDING BOOM. 

In February, 1920, at the time of the issue 
of the debentures, there was a shipbuildin 
boom, witness f urther answered. There seem 
to be work ten years ahead, judging from 
various sources, from the Prime Minister 
down. He himself did not share in the 
soundness of the view, but the tendency at 
the time was towards combines in business. 
In accordance with that policy, a steelworks 
and colliery would be useful adjuncts to ship- 
builders, and valuable assets in a combine. 
Messrs. Doxford and the Fairfield Company 
stood high in the shipbilding world.

NEW FISHING BOATS 
FOR CONNEMARA. 


HERRING-CURING TO BE

! understand that the Department of 
Fisheries are to provide suitable fishing 
boats of a safe type for fishermen in 
Connemara for the next season. 
Scotch fish curers, it is understood, will 
be brought over for the next herring fish- 
ing season, and by this means it is hoped 
to put fishing on a sound basis. 


FISHERMEN’S CLIMB IN THE STORM. 


Thomas Hearne, Bundowlish, a village 
about three miles from Cleggan, told me 
to-day that he was out on Friday night in 
a small canoe when the storm arose. He 
had a man named Regan with him, and 
they rowed to a small cove in Bundowlish 
Bay. Later two other canoes came into 
the same cove for shelter. 

The tide began to rise in the cove, but 
they could not venture out owing to the 
tury of the waves. The only means of 
safety was to scale three hundred feet of 
cliff, which afforded a few footholds. 
Hearne decided to essay the attempt, and 
alter an agonising climb he reached the 
top. 

Regan followed him, but slipped and 
fell on a small ledge. Hearne made the 
journey to a farmhouse a mile distant, 
where he got a rope, and, with the assist- 
of some farmers, the rope was let 
down to Regan, who was then almost ex- 
hausted.

NO MORE BODIES FOUND. 


\lthough an extensive search was 
carried on to-day, no more bodies of the 
victims of Friday night’s disaster have 
been found. 

When the Clifden District Court was 
held to-day, Mr. John Forde, the District 
Justice, said that he wished to express his 
deep sympathy, and the sympathy of the 
Court, with the relatives of the men who 
perished in the disaster. It was only on 
nn occasion like this that most of us 
realised how hard and difficult were the 
lives of those fishermen, who were living 
always in close contact with death. So far 
court work was concerned, he had 
known very little of the people of 
Rossidelisk or Boffin.

It was obvious that 
these people were good people; well dis- 
posed towards each other, and leading good 
lives.

A CONCESSION BY THE 
GOVERNMENT.

After it has concluded the debate on 
Labour’s unemployment motion, Dail 
Eireann will discuss the second reading of 
the new bill introduced by Fianna Fail to 
repeal the Public Safety Act. 

An important amendment to the second 
reading motion has been tabled in the 
name of Mr. Blythe, Finance Minister. 
It is in the following terms :— i 

That the Dail declines-to give a second 
reading to a bill having for its purpose 
the total repeal oí the Public Safety Act, 
1927, but is of opinion, in view of the 
altered circumstances which have arisen 
since that Act was passed, that its 
duration might reasonably be limited to 
two years from the date of its passing. 

The period during which the Act was to 

operate was originally fixed at seven years, 
but it will be recalled that when tho 
measure was going through its committea 
stage in the Dail. the Government 
-accepted an amendment limiting its opera- 
tion to five years. 
. It is improbable that the Fianna Fail 
Party will be content with the latest con- 
cession, so that the second reading debate 
of the repeal measure may be expected to 
last almost as long as the discussion on 
unemploymefit, which has already 
occupied tliree days, and shows reasonable 
prospect of taking up most of - to-day’s 
sitting.

ATTEMPT TO MURDER AN

Mixed weather was experienced yester- 
day in Great Britain and lreland. In 
Dublin, for the second day in succession, 
the night temperature was over 62 degrees, 
while during the day the lowest figure 
recorded was 50 degrees and the highest 
65 degrees. : 

While serious floods oecurred in Wales, 
Glasgow and the North of England ex- 
perienced the warmest November day for 
fifty’ years. 

In Glasgow, which had been sweltering 
for two days in an oppressive atmosphere, 
the temporature in the sun rose yesterday 
afternoon to 83 degrees, while the shade 
temperature was 60. 

At.Middlesbrough the noon temperature 
was 70 in the shade; in Cleethorpes the 
temperature “in the shade was 66, and at 
midday at Tynemouth a similar tempera- 
ture was recorded. Tlsewhere the maximum 
temperatures were above the normal. 


FLOODS IN WALES.’ 

Heavy rains overnight caused serious 
flooding in the Swansea district. For 
several hours the villages of Alltwen and 
Pontardawe (Glamorgan) were cut off, and 
walkers had to use “buses and other 
vehicles to get through the flood. 

In Ammanford (Carmarthenshire), district 
one area could only be reached by means 
of a boat. The River Loughor overflowed 
its banks, and a stream. flooded a portion 
of a road to such a depth that an omnibus 
and a van were put out of action and 
other traffic held up. 

In many parts of Wales houses have 
been flooded out.

WARNED BY HORSEMAN. 

A colliery tip was washed away yester- 
day afternoon in Glamorgan, and buried 
the offices of the International Coal Com- 
pany at Blaengarw under its débris.

RELIEF WORK AT FLEETWOOD. 

Electric light was switched on to the 
main road houses and shops on the east 
side of Fleetwood yesterday for the first 
time since the flooding four days ago. 
The staff at the electricity works laboured 
for forty hours without a break, and they 
were cheered to the echo when the light 
went on. 

The position is steadily 
Water has left the streets to 
extent that only about a dozen are still 
affected. Police examined, as far as 
possible, the caravan colony, where five 
deaths occurred, but no ‘urther bodies were 
discovered. 

Councillor Saer, the Chairman of the 
Council, states that there was no danter 
of an epidemic. The sanitary department 
staff, augmented by forty men, was busy 
removing débris and mud, and _ liberal 
svoplies of disinfectant were distributed. 

So far, there have been only seven cases 
of sickness, but more are feared owing to 
over-ex posure. 

The relief fund stands at nearly £5,000, 
and large cargoes of clothing arrived 
throughout the day. There is still need 
for bedding and men’s clothing. 

The railway service was almost, normal 
last night, though the rails. were still 
under water in parts. Fish trains were

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TEAPOT DOME CASE. 


MIS*TRIAL DECLARED. 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

The charges of irregularity which have 
been brought against the jury in the 
Teapot Dome conspiracy case to-day 
resulted in a mis-trial being declared. All 
the evidence thus far presented will have 
to be heard anew before a new jury. 

The Court adjourned without any imme- 

diate action being taken in regard to the 
juror, Edward Kidwell, whose alleged 
talking had a part in the decision to 
declare a mis-trial. Mr. Justice Siddons, 
however, told all the jurors’ that 
they were not only discharged from 
further attendance in the Teapot Dome 
case, but also from further “attendance 
in his court. 
[Note.—The case had its beginning six 
years ago, when the Teapot Dome Naval 
Oil Reserve was placed under the control 
of the Department of the Interior soon 
after Mr. Albert B. Fall, one of the de- 
fendants in the present trial, had been 
made Secretary of the Interior. The 
Government leased the reserve in the 
same year to Mr. Harry F. Sinclair, the 
multi-millionaire oil magnate, who was co- 
defendant with Mr, Fall in the case. In- 
vestigations were made in 1922 into the 
circumstances of the lease, and, as the 
outcome of civil proceedings, the lease 
was set aside. Last month criminal pro- 
ceedings were taken against Mr. Fall and 
Mr. Sinclair, the charge being one of con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government. The 
trial came to a halt to-day, when ‘the 
Grand Jury began to investigate a charge 
of attempted tampering with the jury, 
Counsel for Mr. Sinclair joined with 
counsel for the Government in requesting 
a declaration of mis-trial.]

CAPE TOWN, Wednesday. 

The statement by Dr. Malan, the Minister 
of the Interior, on the Flag question, has 
created renewed tension. The Cape 7'imes 
this morning contents itself with pointing out 
the inconsistencies between Dr. Malan’s state- 
ment aud the speeches of General Hertzog and 
Mr. Tielman Roos about the flag settlement. 
The Cape Argus this afternoon is more 
critical, suggesting that the Cabinet should 
drop Dr. Malan, Mr. Roos,- Minister of 
Justice, has issued a statement to-day, com- 
pletely repudiating Dr. Malan. Mr. Roos 
says:—‘‘I disagree entirely with the view 
that the Government has not made conces- 
sions. This is the greatest thing the Govern- 
ment has done to make concessions for the 
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purpose of securing peace.’ 

If the Opposition alone ‘had ‘made conces- 
sions, the country, Mr. Roos points out, 
would owe zratitude to them alone. But 
neither side has won; neither side has lost. 
South Africa has gained immensely in good- 
will and prestige. As to the position of the 
Union Jack under the settlement, Mr. Roos 
flatly contradicts Dr..Malan. It is, Mr. Roos 
declares, wildly -at variance with the facts 
and with the terms of the Plag Bill to say 
that the Union ‘Jack flies between South 
Africa and England.

WHALE IN FISHER- 
MEN’S NET. 
FOUR DAYS’ FIGHT FOR 

LIFE, 
‘Tue Times’’ CorresPONDENT. 
KARACHI, Wednesday. 

The placidity of Baba Island, a small rocky 
islet opposite the newly-constructed west 
wharf, was disturbed early this morning by 
the arrival of a party of fishermen towing 
a whale towards the land. The whale 
measured +30 feet long, was 4, feet in 
diameter, and was estimated to weigh 20,000 
lbs. 

The fishermen related a remarkable story 
of a protracted struggle, which lasted four 
days When they were fifteen miles from 
Karachi Harbour the whale entered their 
fishing net and became entangled. In its 
violent struggle for. freedom: the monster be- 
came more entangled in the net, and tried 
unsuccessfully to upset the boat. 

The fishermen fought valiantly, day and 
night, with the monster, and in the struggle 
they were dragged in the direction of Clifton 
for ten miles. Reinforcements were eventually 
sent for, and on the fifth morning the whale 
was towed into Karachi Harbour á hfty- men 
In boats. Between eighty and ninety men 
succeeded in beaching the whale after a 
twenty-four hours’ struggle. 

The monster is now attracting hundreds of 
visitors from all parts of Karachi. This 
efternoon the whale disgorged a. large quan- 
tity of materials, including cocoanut matting, 
empty biseuit tins, and large fish weiging

THE SOCIALIST GAINS. 

In a leading article T4e Times observes — 
The municipal election resulta once more show 
a large 'preponderance- of T.abour-Socialist 
gains over those of the various Anti-Socialist 
groups. In 1925 the net number of seats 
gamed by the Socialists in the various wards 
was forty-seven. Last year the figure rose 
to 146, and this week, though it has declined 
according to the returns at present received 
to between ninety.and one hundred, it is still, 
with one exception of 1926, the highest net 
total of Socialist successes ever recorded in 
these elections. The tide, that is to say, is 
still running, though not quite so strongly, 
in the same direction. The Socialist Party 
have made another considerable move towards 
securing the predominant power’ in the 
municipal councils, which they regard as the 
essential preliminary to the attainment of a 
similar supremacy in the councils of the 
nation. 

While it is idle to deny the importance of 
the advance which they made on Tuesday,

down At present they are reaping the 
henefit of the fact that they are, in the main, 
the attacking party.

PROBLEM 


NO PRACTICAL

Dail Eireann spent a third drowsy day 
yesterday listening to speeches which pur- 
ported to deal with unemployment, but 
were really vastly more comprehensive. It 
looks as if virtually every deputy intends 
to use unemployment ás a pég on which to 
hang his views on things in general. 
Dozens still were trying to catch the 
Speaker's eye when the debate was ad- 
journed last night at half-past eight until 
this afternoon. 

Somebody ‘suggested that the debate 
would reveal the Fianna Fail policy in all 
its clarity, but, as the Minister for 
Education said yesterday, “ If they have a 
policy, they have shown that.they are very 
good people to keep a secret.”’ 

Mr. de Valera yesterday was content 
with a ‘“‘walking-on’’ part. He made no 
personal contribution to the debate, but 
watched his back-bench lambs 
frolicking. They seemed to enjoy them- 
selves thoroughly, even though their 
speeches did not bring the Dail any nearer 
to a solution of the unemployment 


problem. 


A DEPUTY’S IGNORANCE. 
At question time, Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly 
gave an exhibition of the ‘curious 
mentality which prevails amongst the 
Fianna Fail deputies.

Therefore I speak to those to whom 
is committed in a very special way the teach- 
ing of the generations to come. ere 1s no 
teacher who can take the place of a mother 
in the 
Whether she likes it or not, or wills it or 
not, she is the first teacher of the child, and 
it is the duty of the mother, the Christian 
mother, to make. disciples of her little ones 
for Christ. 

The commission which Christ gave to His 
disciples over the whole world comes with an 
individual application to every Christian 
mother. when she enters upon the duties 


which belong to her position in the human’ 


family. 
THREE DEFINITE ELEMENTS. 
Now, Christ in His command has three 
definite elements—the making of disciples, the 
evangelising. work of the Church in all, ages

FOUR MEN DROWNED 
IN THE LRISH SEA.

From Our. Own CORRESPONDENT. 
ARKLOW, Wednesday, 

The full-rigged Argentinian ship For- 
tuna, owned by. the Compania Argen- 
tina de Posea, Buenos Ayres, under the com- 
mand of Captain Olaf Larsen, with a crew 
of 25, while on a voyage with general cargo 
from Liverpool to the South Georgia Whaling 
Station, ran into a hurricane and heavy seas 
on Friday last 9 miles east of Arklow point. 
The ship took fire through an explosion 
aboard at about 6 p.m., and was finally 
abandoned, and lost at about 10 p.m. The 
crew were all Norwegians. 
‘tne skipper’s own story to the Carnarvon- 
shire police was that, with the exception of 
the steward, who was in the galley or mess- 
room when the explosion took place, and who, 
he surmises, was burned to death, the 25 
mon took to three lifeboats at about 10 p.m. 
Two of the boats were immediately swamped 
by the heavy seas resulting in the loss of 
four men. 
The survivors of the two swamped. boats 
were picked up by the third boat, which had 
a lug-sail and one pair of oars. This boat, 
containing 24 men, finally drifted across the 
Irish Sea, and landed at a point called 
Clynnog, on the Carnarvonshire coast, at 
about 12 noon on Saturday last. 
The Civic Guards at Arklow are making 
a search along the coast from Kilmichael for 
about 12 miles to see if any of the bodies of 
the men who are missing were washed ashore, 
Their efforts have, so far, proved fruitless.

Lord Greenway reported that a scheme had 
been decided upon for the recovery of petrol 
from field ga~. The first units have been 
running efficiently for some time, They deal 
with 300 million cubic feet monthly, from 
which the satisfactory yield of 24 gallons of 
high-grade petrol per 1,000 cubic feet. is 
obtained.

2; million gallons of spirit monthly from 
900 million cubic feet of gas. I should 
explain that after extraction of this gasoline 
the ‘‘ stripped ’’ gas is used for power pur- 
poses generally throughout the field, but as 
the quantity -available is largely in excess 
of our requirements, we are now engaged 
on other lines of research, which may pos- 
sibly yield remunerative results. 

The testing of seven outside areas in 
Persia has proceeded with commendable 
rapidity in spite of many difficulties, but 
although a total of over 3,700 fect has been 
drilled the main limestone has, so far, not 
heen reached in any of them, and several of 
these wells are at depths which will make 
further progress difficult and slow. In 
Persia it has been found hard to deduce 
from surface evidence the relative position of 
the undergroufid reservoir. rock: we, there- 
fore, decided some time ago to attach a 
skilled section of geophysicists to our geo 
logical staff. These men have been, and are, 
continuously conducting surveys by means 
of the tersion balance. At the same time 
active research is being conducted in seismo- 
graphic, magnetic, electric and sonic methods. 
While such scientific methods of testing 
cannot give the assurance which the drill 
alone can afford they form a valuable addi 
tion to our geological analysis because of 
the readiness and economy with which they 
can be applied. They are especially im 
portant to a company like ours, whose con 
cession area is so vast, and their employment 
is part. of a settled policy of taking the fullest 
advantage in every phase of the oil industry 
of the discoveries of modern science. During 
the vear we have added to the capacity of 
the pipeline by laying a further 100 miles. 
We can now, at any time, secure increased 
“throughput.”

As you are aware, the Turkish Petroleum 
Company, in which we have a large interest, 
is working in Iraq. Following the extensive 
geological survey referred to last year, test 
wells are now being drilled “in several areas. 
These tests cover a large extent of country, 
and as Iraq is practically without roads a 
great deal of road construction has been 
necessary. This has been carried through in 
spite of innumerable difficulties. The suc 
cessful results secured from the Kirkuk area 
—to which the Press has recently given much 
prominence—would appear to indicate a very 
promising future for this company, in which 
success the Anglo-Persian Company will 
participate substantially. In Albania test 
drilling is being carried out on three areas, 
tw. of which promise to be deep. On the 
third area, where, as Lord Greenway an- 
nounced last year, a good show of heavy 
asphaltic oil of low value was struck, we 
have obtained oil in two wells, but have 
faiied to find it in two others, from which it 
appears evident that the total producing area 
wil! not be of very considerable extent. 
Pending the completion of other wells now 
drilling with the object of defining the extent 
and capacity of the oil zone, it would, how- 
ever, be premature to arrive at any conclu- 
sions as to ultimate prospects. In the Argen- 
tine production has exceeded our original 
estimate for the year. it having reached 
150,000 tons. All this oi] has been advan- 
tageously disposed of in the local markets. 
We do not anticipate any larger production 
during the current year, as the field is of 
limited extent. 

REFINERIES AND FLEET. 

The general refining situation has been 
improved during the year, and the present 
refinery capacity provides an a _') margin. 
Important advantages have been realised, 
particularly from increased yields and the 
recovery of waste products. Other schemes 
having similar objects in view have been 
planned, and will become affective in the 
near future. At ig comp á cracking plants 
have been installed for the production of 
motor spirit from heavier oils. The Douai 
refinery of our assgciated company in France 
has extended its operations to the manu- 
facture of lubricating oil. The refineries of 
our other associated companies, including the 
Commonwealth Oil Refineries (Australia), 
have operated successfully throughout the 
ear. The vessels of the British Tanker 

ompany have been fully employed, and 
there is no serious loss to record, ear 
you were told of the orders which had been 
placed for further vessels. Bearing in mind 
the steady expansion of the company’s busi- 
ness, favourable ship-building prices, and the 
necessity of providing for replacement of the 
older units, we have ordered from British 
shipyards a further twelve vessels, the 


majority of which wilf have internal com- 
bustion engines. When completed, our ocean 
tanker fleet, excluding auxiliary vessels and 
small craft, will nse, Eo 83 vessels, having 
an aggregate dead-weight torrage of 770,000. 
DISTRIBUTION. 
On the distribution side, in spite of in- 
tensive competition, due to temporary over- 
production, our products have made very 
satisfactory sales in the various markets, and 
encouraging increases have been recorded. 
You will be interested to learn that in the 
past year we have been supplying the 
National Benzole Company from our U.K. 
refineries with their requirements o 
petroleum spirit, and we feel that our asso- 
ciation with a company which is marketing 
a product of one of the chief British indus- 
tries is peculiarly appropriate. The National 
Benzole Company is an association of the 
principal members of the ¢oal industry 
operating coke ovens, and also important 
gas works recovering benzol. 
PERSIA, 

Our methods and efforts have not infre- 
quently been adversely criticised in Persia, 
but I feel sure that such criticisms are due 
to wrong impressions arising from lack of 
information, rather. than any absence of 
good-will or appreciation of what we have 
accomplished. We want the Persians to feel 
that our activities in Persia are not only 
directed toward extracting oil, but also 
toward developing a great national industry 
in the country. We are educating and train- 
ing Persians to occupy higher and more 
responsible posts in the company; we are 
constantly increasing the number of our 
Persian employés. These efforts are based 
on the well-established and recognised prin- 
ciple that the maximum success is only pos- 
sible with the co-operation and good-will of 
all concerned. I am happy to say that we 
have had no serious differences or misunder- 
standings with .he Persian Government in 
the past; but this is not sufficient. We want 
the good-will of the Persian people, and our 
policy is directed toward achieving this end. 
PROSPECTS AND WORLD'S MARKETS. 
I am sure that no one fails to appreciate 
the wisdom of the generally conservative 
policy adopted by the Company in the past 
in order to prepare itself for tk) inevitable 
demands of the future, and to safeguard 
itself against the vicissitudes of fortune. At 
the last general meeting my predecessor in 
~the chair very properly refused to assume 
the mantle of the prophet. Even then, as 
he pointed out, there were signs of excess in 
production, but it was by no means clear 
that the steadily-growing consumption would 
not establish an equilibrium between supply 
and demand. Taking the long view—the 
short space of one year is by no means 
sufficiently long—I see no reason to depart 
from that opinion; but it cannot be denied 
that for some months past the petroleum 
industry has. been in an extremely unsettled 
condition. The decreased exports from Mexico 
have been more than off-set by large over- 
production in the United States and by a 
significant advance in production from South 
America and elsewhere. The abnormal situa- 
tion created by a: excessive competitive pro- 
duction in the United States, a country 
which ordinarily dominates the position 
in the oil world, ha been — ren- 
dered more acute by the larger exports 
from Russia, where the peculiar conditions 
seem to prevent—for the time being, at least 
—the ordinary operation of economic law. 
It is obvious that this large source of supply, 
freed temporarily from the various charges 
and restrictions which affect the production 
of petroleum in other parts of the world, 
must be a disquieting factor in a market 
situation already very much disturbed. At 
the same time, it is a factor of which the 
influence in the industry has by now, in 
some measure, been discounted, and it seems 
unlikely to assume a much greater import- 
ance than it at present possesses, 

Over-production may for a time mean very 
cheap products for the consumer. It means 
also industrial disorganisation, the elimina 


tion of many of the smaller units in the 
industry, and dissipation of one of the 
world’s most precious assets. [ am not 
amongst those who claim that the world’s 
resources of petroleum are on the eve of 
éxhaustion; it would, however, be foolish to 
imagine they are illimitable. In my opinion, 
very many years must elapse before natural 
petroleum resources will be unable to meet 
the greater part of the world’s requirements. 
Of course, the time will eventually come 
when the world mav have to look for a 
great part of its supplies from secondary and 
sources, but he would, indeed. be 
imagined that—on_ the 
reaching of such a stage would re 
main as low as those existing in the past.

Nowhere is this better realised than in the 
United States, which is the largest. producer, 
as well as the largest consumer. How to 
conserve that country’s oil reserves—-without 
stinting the present generation—is, perhaps, 
the greatest and most complicated economic 
problem the authorities have ever been called 
upon to face. I would lke fo point out that 
in some respects the Persian oil industry 
enjoys a position which the Federal Con- 
servation Board would lke to give the 
American oil industry as a whole. Our 
royalty holders speak with one voice The 
interests of these royalty holders are those 
of the industry itself. Clearly, it is in the 
interests of Persia, as it is of this company, 
that production should be steadily con- 
trolled—that is to say, steadily regulated in 
conformity with the world’s demands that 
the reserves of oil underground should not 
be extravagantly and uneconomically forced 
to the surface regardless of the world's re 
quirements. Fortunately, we are not im- 
pelled to over-produce, which is so often the 
case elsewhere—owing to the feverish rivalry 
of off-setting competitors. In general, 
Persian oil is ideally situated to secure the 
maximum technical and economic advantage, 
As to the prospects for the current year, 
it As more than ever difficult to venture a 
forecast owing to the very disturbed condi- 
tion of the world’s markets. 
warn the shareholders that, unless there is 
some radical change in prices, there is likely 
to be a reduction in the profits of the Com- 
pany, which may well affect the ordinary 
dividend. There is; howeter, one phase of 
the situation from which we may derive en- 
couragement and confidence, and that is the 
steady and remarkable growth of the con- 
sumption of petroleum products in every part 
of the world. If the production of petroleum 
is far greater than ever before in the history 
of the industry, so also is the consumption. 
Further, I might also mention that the im- 
proved yields and the economies we are con- 
stantly striving to \ntroduce into all phases 
of our operations represent an important, if 
only a partial, offset against the. effect of 
over-production and uneconomic prices. 


VISITS TO PERSIA. 


During the year under review several visits 
were paid to the scene of the company's 
operations in Persia by leading members of 
the Board. Lord Greenway, who had been 
in Persia in pre-war days the first sn.all 
beginnings of the enterprise he has since done 


inspecting and approving the healthy adult 
Stage to which it has now attained. He came 
back full of enthusiasm, not onlv for all 
that had been achieved and for all the future 
held in promise, but also for the fine’ team 
work which he found evidenced throughout 
the whole organisation ashore and afloat. You 
are all aware that at the beginning of the 
year his services to the country were 1ewarded 
by elevation to the peerage. (Applause.) I 
should like to say how much the staff, and, I 
am sure, the shareholders, wish to extend 
to him their congratulations upon the signal 
distinction His Majesty was pleased to accord 
him, and to express the hope that he may 
long be spared to enjoy the greater leisure he 
so well deserves.

IN THE NORTH. 


GOVERNMENTS REDUCED 
MAJORITY. 


FOUR NATIONALISTS 
TAKE THELR SEATS, 


_ 


The sgcond reading of the Intoxicating 
Liquor and Licensing Bill was carried in 
the Northern House of Commons yesterday 
by “25 votes to 14, the smallest majority 
recorded during the present Parliameut. 

At the sitting of the House tour 
Nationalist members who had not attended 
the House since their election—Messrs. 
A. K. Donnelly (Fermanagh and Tyrone), 
Cahir ‘Healy (Fermanagh and Tyrone), 
Mr. J. H. Collins (Armagh), and Mr. 
John McHugh (Fermanagh and Tyrone), 
were present and took the oath and their 
seats alongside Mr. Devlin and his 
four colleagues. 

All the members elected to the Norther« 
House of Commons have now taken their 
seats except Mr. de Valera (Down) and 
Mr. E. Donnelly (Armagh). 


A SOBER PBROPLE. 


LABOUR MEMBER’S VIEW. 

Mr. 8. Kyle (Labour) resumed the debate. 
He said that he had always been a temperance 
advocate, and regarded temperance as an 
admirable thing, not only in regard to intoxi- 
cating drink, but in every other way; but he 
wan to point out that the local option or 
prohibition party desired a local vajerendien 
on this question, and he and others associated 
with him desired a referendum on other 
questions, such as rent restriction. Until the 
local option party were prepared to table 
a bill to enable them to see what exactly 
they meant they would be well advised not 
to go about the country making misstate- 
ments. 

It could not be said that the people of the 
North of Ireland were a drunken people, as 
was shown by the reduced consumption of 
spirits. He thought that those interested in 
temperance should study the results of the 
Carlisle experiment in England, where the 
entire capital of over £1,000,000, advanced by 
the Government to take over the public- 
houses, had been repaid and £12,000 had gone 
into the Treasury 

The Speaker (intervening) said that they 
could not under this bill go into the whole 
question of State control of the liquor trade. 

Mr. Kyle—I bow to your ruling, but I 
wished to point out a sane policy of temperance 
reform. 

TEMPERANCE PARTY AND 
GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. W. Grant (Labour Unionist) said that 
it had been insinuated that the temperance 
party was out to split the Government. There 
was no division in the temperance ranks in 
support of the Government on this particular 
bill. Personally he was prepared to have a 
referendum upon the temperance questions as 
he wished the people to decide this question. 
They, as temperance advocates, were going to 
accept this Temperanze Bill and keep on 
fighting for more. 

He entirely agreed that the people of Ulster 
were not a drunken people, and he attributed 
that in a ‘sarge measure to the beneficial 
effect of the 1923 Intoxicating. Liquor Bill. 

A CHALLENGE. 

Proceeding, Mr. Grant was referring to Mr. 
Devlin as chairman of a distillery, when Mr. 
Devlin said that he was not chairman, but a 
director, and he was proud of the position. 
He had not the slightest objection to a com- 
plete investigation of his private affairs, pro- 
vided that there was a corresponding investi- 
gation into the affairs of every member of the 
House, which would be a great disadvantage

Mr. G. Leeke (Nationalist) said that 
although publicans. paid for . a seven-day 
licence they were not allowed to trade on 
Sunday. He also thought that ten o clock 
should be the closing hour all over Northern 
Ireland, instead of eight o'clock in some 
places and nine and ten in others. Agricul- 
tural labourers should have the same facilities 
as reople in the towns. |

OPPO’ =" CN PRINCIPLE. 

Mr. Harbison (Nationalist) said that he 
opposed the bill on different grounds from 
others—he opposed it on principle. He 
believed that temperance legislation, no 
matter of what kind, would never make 
a nation . temperate. There was only 
one way, and he spoke on behalf 
of no interest, and that was to teach temper- 
ance to children at their mother's knee or 
in their respective Churches. They. could 
never work a moral revolution by legisla- 
tion. They could only make men temperate 
by giving them liberty. It was as old as 
man himself, that when they curtailed his 
liberty it caused him to rebel. 

Personally, he had seen both local option 
and prohibition in operation, and his experi- 
ence of the two systems was that neither 
favoured temperance, but poth were driving 
people into Man inlemperance, and a 
great number of them into insanity by drink- 
ing poisonous concoctions. 

REJECTION MOVED. 

Colonel Woods (Independent 
moved the rejection of the bill. 

Mr. McAllister seconded. He said that 
licensed traders were the only business men 
who must have a good character certified 
year by year before they eould trade. They 
also had to submit the quality of their 
goods to periodical inspection.

-OCAL OPTION. 

Mr. George Henderson (Farmers) suggested 
that one Resident Magistrate, instead of two, 
should hear applications for renewals of 
licences and cases under the Licensing Act. 
He was of opinion that the only way that 
this question could be finally setlled was b 
local option—putting the power in the hands 
of the people themselves to say whether 
they wanted licences or not. That, he con- 
tended, was the most democratic way. At 
present they were living under a certain 
amount of prohibition in regard to the 
licensing laws. | 

Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent 
Unionist) said that he considered that 
people should be allowed to eat, and drink 
whatever they wished. If that bill passed 
unchallenged there was nothing to prevent 
the Government from bringing in a bill to 
prevent the community from thinking what- 
ever it liked. He supported the rejection of 
the measure, as did also Mr, James Beattie 
(Labour). . 

Mr. George B. Hanna (Parliamentary 
Secretary’ to ihe Ministry of Home Affairs) 
said that he was sil that some mem- 
ber:. had intimated their intention to vote 
against the bill, although it carried out their 
desire to. exercise a greater control of clubs. 


| Those who complained about the absence of 


drinking facilities on Sunday should re- 
member the story of the wise and foolish 
virgins and go on Saturday night if they 
intended to cross the Sahara on Sunday, and 
get their lamps trimmed and ready for the 
journey. (Laughter.) He did not believe 
that any member from any part of the 
House would vote for the return of the 
bona fide traveller. 

Referring to the position of hotel pro- 
prietors, he said that the law in regard to 
the consumption of intoxicating liquor in 
hotels was not. altered by the bill, in so far 
as their gtiests were concerned. Hotel pro- 
prietors were not allowed to it con- 
sumption on the premises after hours if they 
knev it, but they could not prevent what 
thev did not know.

missing, with costs, his action. for £2,500 
damages for alleged breach of a contract 
under which the anama agreed to employ 
him to manage her farm at Crockacullion and 
su ‘otend the work there. i 
tá. he statement oí claim the  plaintiff 
alleged that in April, 1925, Miss Biggs, the 
defendant, retyuested him, when he was in a 
well-paid position in a secondary school at 
Oxford, to throw up his position and take up 
residence permanently on her Crockacullion 
property, consisting of about 40 acres, to 
superintend and direct the work there for 

reward, He agreed to do so in April, 1926, 
and came over from Oxford to carry out the 
arrangement; and about the 22nd July, 1925, 
the contract was broken by the defendant, 
although he was ready and willing to con- 
tinne his services. i 

The plaintiff pleaded that he had lost his 
position at Oxford, and was unable to secure 
permanent employment, or any employment, 
of equivalent value, and that bygreason of the 
breach of contract he had suffered great loss 
and damage, aud had been put to great 
annoyance, expense and inconvenience. 

In her defence the defendant traversed and 
denied all the allegations in the statement of 
claim, except that she was tlie owner ot the 
estate at Crockacullion, Co. Sligo. Admitting, 
however, for the purposes of tne defence only, 
that the plaintiff and she entered into the 
agreement alleged in the statement of claim, 
she said that the agreement was part of an 
agreement between the plaintiff and defendant 
to marry each other; that it was conditional 
on the marriage taking place, and that the 
agreement was rescinded by mutual consent. 

The plaintiff, she added, was a married man 
at the date of the agreement, and was 60 
still, and that the agreement became, and 
was, impossible of performance, or, in the 
alternative, was a ge law. As an alterna- 
tive defence she pleaded that the plaintiff on 
his part failed to carry out the terms cf the 
alleged agreement, and did not superintend or 
direct the work of the property, and she was, 
therefore, discharged from the agreement. 

In reply, the plaintiff denied that the agree- 
ment of employment was conditional upon the 
marriage sloped in the defence, and denied 
that the agreement was impossible of perform- 
ance or void at law. Alternatively, he said 
that it was agreed that the marriage should 
not take place until he obtained a divorce or 
was ip a position to marry the defendant. He 
denied that the agreement was rescinded or 
that he had failed to carry out the terms of 
the agreement on his part. 

From the evidence it appeared that the 
plaintiff, who said that he was a Scotsman, 
aged 60, and a schoolmaster all his life, had 
been engaged in 1900 in Portora School, 
Enniskillen, where Dr. Biggs, father of the 
defendant, was headmaster, and met the de- 
fendant, with whom he was on friendly terms. 
After three months at Portora he went to 
Lough Grammar School, In 1923 he was 
employed in the Dragon School, Oxford, at a 
salary of £180 a year, and made about 
£120 a year extra on coaching, In 
June, 1924, he renewed his acquaintance 
with Miss Biggs, through her nephew, 
a boy at the school, and while they wore 
at Bournemouth together she asked him had 
he any private means, and he explained 
he had nothing but what he earned. Then 
she made a [en wwhich he accepted, 
that he should give up the teaching work 
definitely and come to live at her place at 
Crockacullion, her idea being that, together, 
they ought to encourage the people of the 
district to be industrious and work, instead 
of wasting their time, and that they could 
establish. a co-operative scheme among the 
peasantry of the district. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. E. J. 
Kelly (instructed by Messrs. Cartan 
O'Meara, Cussen and Kieran) appeared for 
the plaintiff and appellant; and Mr. Price, 

CC. and Mr. Chadwick (instructed by 
Messrs. Longfield, Kelly and Armstrong) for 
the defendant and respondent. 

In his gais Mr. Justice Hanna, dis- 
missing the action, said that he was of 
opinion that the arrangement between the 
parties was a voluntary arrangement, made 
without pecunary consideration, with a view 


of no marriage, it was a voluntary provision 
for the plaintiff's old age. The plaintiff 
did not go over to work the place under 
any contractual obligation. The defendant 
thcught that the plaintiff, as the result of this 
voluntary arrangement with a view to sub- 
sequent marriage, would consider himself in 
honour bound to give some help, as she was 
in honour bound to provide for his needs, 
His subsequent conduct showed that. He 
did no work. Defendant’s bank account was 
put under his control as the master. 

The lady admitted, his lordship added, 
that she put an end to the arrangement. 
Why, he (Mr. Justice Hanna) could not tell. 
That was the mystery of the case. Of this 
he was satisfied—that, though she might have 
been quite content with the way he was | 
playing the part of master towards her friends 
and the people in the neighbourhood, some- 
thing serious happened about the end of 
June that made her resolve to have done 
with him, whatever it was. He was satisfied 
that she desired to get rid of him at any 
cost. This action had been brought really 
to recover the sum mentioned as damages 
for breach of promise of marriage, which 
could not be sustained in law, but nominally 
for breach of a contract for employment, 
which could not. be established in rá 

Whatever reason might be given, his lord- 
ship said, to palliate the foolish and un- 
worldly arrangement made in the beginning, 
he had nothing but the severest censure 
for the plaintiff's conduct with reference 
to the lady’s property and his attempt to 
grasp it. He had formed the opinion that 
the plaintiff believed he had some right 
or domination over the lady which would 
force her to settle with him rather than face 
the exposure of herself and some of her acts 


‘in a public court.
